Are the hazards and miſertes of Civill War 
in the bowels of My moſt flourithing King- 
dom, the fruits I muſt now reap.,after 17 years 
my and reigning among them, with ſuch a 
meaſure of Juſtice, Peace, Plenty. and Reh- 
gion, as all Nations about either admired, or 
envied ? notwithſtanding ſome miſcarriages 
in Government, which might eſcape; rather 
through ill counſell of ſome men driving on 
their private ends,or the peevithnes of others 
envying thy publike ſhould be managedwith- 
out them, or the hidden and infuperable ne- 
ceſhities of State, then any propenlity,l hope, 
of my ſelf either toinjuriouſnes or oppreſſion.

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Afterwards indeed a great ſhew. of Delin- 
quents was made; which were but conſequen-

Where T 
was ſo farre from preventingthem, (as they 
hayedeclared often; that they might ſceme'to 
have-the advantage and Juftice of the defen- 
five part, and load Me with all the envy and 
injuries of firſt aſſaulting them) that: God 
knows, I had not ſomuchas any hopes of an 
Army in My thoughts. Had the Tumults
